MILITARY  PUNISHMENT. 

Our  exposure  of  the  unusual  punishments 
and  cruelties  practised  on  private  soldiers  sta- 
tioned on  the  Missouri,  has  excited,  as  we 
expected  it  would,  the  indignation  of  the  pub- 
lic, and  the  notice  of  many  editors  of  netvsna 
pcrs  in  various  sections  of  the  Union.  It 
could  not  be  otherwise,  for  the  people  could 
not  avoid  frowning  indignantly  upon  the  abu- 
ses heaped  upon  any  part  of  our  gallant  army 
by  the  hand  of  power  -,  and  although  all  cm 
papers  are  not  free,  yet  there  are  many  honest 
and  fair  enough  yet  left  to  spcat  the  truth  on 
such  occasions.  Serious  as  the  subject  is,  it 
lias  amused  us  how'ever,  to  see  how  different- 
ly editors  of  opposite  parties,  and  indeed,  of 
the  same  party  prints,  have  been  disposed  to 
treat  us.  For  example  : the  federal  oracle  of 
this  place,  met  us  with  abuse — (commonly 
about  its  best  argument),  tire  National  Intel- 
ligencer, noticed  us  mildly,  and  w ithout  cen- 
sure ; and  whilst  it  expressed  its  hopes  that  no 
such  outrages  had  been  committed,  ventured 
to  pledge  that  the  War  Department  would 
enquire  into  our  charges,  and  if  they  were 

found  to  be  true,  tu  apply  the  piopci  turret* 
five — and  the  Delaware  tVatchman,  edited  br 
Selick  Osburne,  heretofore  a republican,  and 
long  tlic  victim  of  federal  cruelty  and  persecu- 
tion— has  published  as  singular  an  editnrial  ar- 
licle  as  we  have  lately  met  with,  though  wc 
must  confess  without  the  vulgarity  of  manner 
usually  displayed  by  Hunt.  The  following  is 
Mr  Osburne’s  article  : — i 

“THE  ARMY. 

“ Some  years  ago  talcs  were  industriously 
circulated,  respecting  certain  alleged  acts  nil 
injustice  and  cruelty  towards  both  citizens  and 
soldiers,  by  the  officers  at  our  western  posts 
These  were  contradicted,  refuted,  and  nearly 
forgotten.  The  slander  seems  to  have  reviv- 
ed; for  lo  our  utter  astonishment  we  find  re- 
newed charges  in  the  Kentucky  Gazette  of 
the  17th  ult. 

“ Without  impcaching  the  veracity  (though 
blomino  tl>»  credulity ) of  the  editors  of  the 
Kentucky  Gazette,  we  think  we  hazard  noth- 
ing in  pronouncing  the  above  assertion  a most 
otlious  and  malicious  falsehood ; and  most 
probably  was  originally  iuvented  by  some 
drunken  soldier,  who  had  incurred  legal  and 
just  punishment ; or  by  some  other  person 
instigated  by  spite. 

“ Is  it  probable — is  it  possible — that  the  of- 
ficers of  a detachment,  even  if  all  alike  guilty, 
could  hope  for  impunity  to  such  an  outrage,  a 
habitual  outrage,  too,  however  remate  from 
their  superiors  1 Could  they  for  a moment  lose 
sight  of  the  certainty  of  military  punishment 
and  disgi-r.ee,  as  well  as  the  detestation  & con- 
tempt of  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  the 
country,  which  would  follow  such  savage  cru- 
elty. A sudden  paroxysm  of  insanity  might 
have  occasioned  a solitary  instance  of  an  offi- 
cer cutting  of!' a soldier’s  ear  i but  that  num- 
bers of  o ificevs  should  he  “in  the  habit”  of  do- 
in.  this  for  “ twelve  months”  and  the  fact  then 
come  th  rough  a ne-.rspaper,  printed  many  hun- 
dreds oj  miles  f ont  the  post,  is  out  of  tkcqucs-i 
tion  ,■  absurdity  is  stamped  on  the  very  face  of 
it” 

REM  VRICS. 

That  Mr.  Osburne,  who  has  been  himself  an 
officer  in  the  army,  should  thus  insinuate,  that 
many  acts  of  injustice  and  cruelty  &c.  towards 
soldiers,  have  not  been  committed  by  offisers 
at  our  Western  posts,  and  that  stories  of  the 
same  were  “contradicted”  and  ‘*  refuted” — 
does  surprise  us.  He  must  have  known,  that 
in  violation  of  law  many  of  the  officers  of  the 
late  war  were  constantly  paddling  and  inflict 
ing  corporal  punishments  on  their  soldiers  ac- 
cording to  the  dictates  of  caprice  and  plea- 
sure ; that,  these  practices  were  winked  at  b) 
the  higher  authorities  : and  he  might  bo  defi- 
ed to  shew  one  instance  where  an  officer  was 
puninhed  fur  this  kind  of  conduct.  If  the  offi- 
cers were  guilty  of  these  practices  during  war 
without  punishment,  is  it  probable  they  aban- 
doned them  on  the  return  of  peace  ? and  par- 
ticularly at  remote  posts  which  are  or-  - ' ---

'That  the  practice  of  paddling  and  whipping 
during  the  war  was  quite  common  in  the  regu- 
lar army , thousands  of  our  volunteers  can  bear 
witness  to  What  therefore  Mr.  Osbume  calls 
slanders,  were  truths and  lie  should  Irave  re- 
collected, that  what  gave  rise  to  an  investiga- 
tion of  this  nature  formerly,  was  the  excess  of 
cruelty  to  which  col.  King  and  others  had  dar- 
ed to  go  ; who  had  even  issued  orders  for  de- 
serters lo  be  SHOT  WITHOUT  THI.il 
orders,  which  were  put  into  execution  ?

Itis  said  that  the  situation  of  the  Span- 
ish army,  more  than  the  orders  from 
Spain,  lias  induced  Morillo  to  propose,  a 
suspension  of  hostilities,  for  which  pur- 
pose commissioners  were  sent  to  th& 
Congress  of  Columbia,  and  to  President 
Bolivar,  and  to  other  generals,  all  of 
whom,  acting  by  a common  scDtimenta

t rd  v.  a ncavy  fire  was  opened  on  tliem 
fr  in  the  fort  of  Campano,  and  six  arm* 
ed  fierherasm  '\ed  out  to  attav  k the  Da- 
nish brig.  The  action  between  the  brig 
and  the  flcc  i.  r.  s was  very  severe  and 
d-:spe*atc  ; but  they  defeated  to  efforts  of 
both  fort  and  flecheras;  havingonly  one 
man  killed  and  eleven  wounded  ; the  loss 
of  the  flecheras  not  known. 

1 he  breezes  sprung  up  soon  after, 
an  they  made  sail  as  above  mention-  d 
and  the  troops  nave  landed  here.  They 
have  brought  a considerable  quantity  of 
arms,  besides  tlicir  own;  a drum  major, 
many  drums,  fifes,  and  four  excellent 
bugles.  These  men  say,  that  there  was 
a common  understanding  among  the 
troops  throughout  the  country,  and  that 
other  risings  were  expected  at  the  same 
time;  that  the  only  difficulties  they  are 
likely  to  meet,  are  the  great  number  of 
Catalans,  Biscayans  and  other  merchants, 
who  are  very  active  constitutionists  and 
ready  to  buy  or  sell  any  thing;  but  who 
are  abhorred  by  the  troops. 

These  troops  will  embark  in  a few 
days  to  join  Montillo’s  corps,  to  carry  on 
the  expostulation  with  the  Carthagent- 
ans  and  Santa  Martha. 

A ietttr  received  in  New  York,  dated 
at  Monte  Yridco  14th  of  July,  says— 

“ "re  are  very  sorry  in  having  to  state 
that  the  once  flourishing  country  on  the 
other  side  of  the  river  is  now  almost  ex- 
hausted and  devoured  by  intestine  quar- 
u li  and  opposition  parties.  In  the  short 
space  of  six  months,  they  have  had  ir» 
Buenos  Ayres  no  less  than  twenty  fvc 
Governors,  whose  aim  appears  to  have 
been  to  enrich  themselves,  instead  of  la- 
boring for  the  public  weal.  YVe  fear 
there  are  no  true  patriotsamong  them. 

“ From  Chili  we  have  nothing  of  mo  - 
ment to  notice. 

“ The  American  vessels  in  this  port 
are,  brigs  Orient  and  Nancy,  of  Boston, 
with  hides  for  Gibraltar,  and  Almeida, 
cf  Baltimore,  in  ballast  for  Rio.

IMPORTANT  DISCOVERY. 

By  the  favor  of  Dr.  Mitchell  we  are 
enabled  to  lay  before  our  readers  the 
following  very  interesting  letter  from  .1 
Robinson,  Esq.  The  magnitude  of  the 
■discovery  will  not  fail  to  arrest  the  at- 
tention of  every  one,  and  the  surprise  is 
that  such  an  extent  of  ocean  and  so  situ- 
ated should  not  before  have  been  gen- 
erally known.  It  is  said  however,  to 
have  been  discovered  some  years  since 
by  some  American  whalers,  and  the 
knowledge  concealed  for  mercantile  pur- 
poses. 

VALPARAISO,  JAX.  23,  1820. 

Sir — I avail  myself  of  an  opportuni- 
ty tS  write  bv  the  way  of  England,  to 
notify  you  of  a recent  important  discov- 
ery ofland  in  the  south  seas. 

Irt  the  month  of  February  of  the  cur- 
rent year,  captain  Smith,  master  of  the 
British  merchant  brigantine  Williams, j 
on  a passage  from  Buenos  Ayres  to  this 
port,  round  cape  Horn,  iu  lat.  61  40  S. 
discovered  land.  When  he  arrived  here, 
lie  reported  what  he  had  seen,  but  most 
persons  were  incredulous.  Mortified 
toy  this  scepticism,  upon  his  return  pas- 
sage to  Monte  Video,  he  sailed  to  the 
southward  to  ascertain  whether  he  had 
been  deceived  or  not ; but  meeting  had 
weather,  and  encountering  ice,  he  was 
obliged  to  desist  and  prosecute  his  voy- 
age— yet  without  abandoning  his  origi- 
nal intention  or  losing  his  sanguine  be- 
lief in  the  existence  of  land  in  that 
neighborhood.  In  Monte  Video,  he 
prepared  his  vessel  rather  better  than 
common,  and  proceeded  a second  time 
found  the  cape  towards  Valparaiso,  and 
on  the  15th  of  October  was  gratified  by 
a second  sight  ol  the  same  land  he  had 
seen  before.  The  water  was  then  high 
coloured,  and  he  sounded  in  sixty  five 
fathoms,  black  and  white  sand  & shells 
The  soundings  gradually  decreased  to 
twenty  five  fathoms  and  less,  but  coars- 
«i,ai»l  of  an  oozy,  greenish  colour  as  he 
approached  the  shore.  Capt.  Smith 
was  obliged  to  stand  ofTand  on  by  a hea- 
vy swell  until  the  17th  tilt,  when  he  land- 
ed in  lat.  64  43  S.  and  57  10  W.  longi- 
tude, by  an  observation  and  an  excellent 
chronometer.  Here  he  saw  many  seals, 
s a lions,  whales,  and  sea  fowls — all  per- 
fectly fearless  and  unacquainted  with 
•danger.  This  land  he  calls  a continent, 
and  gave  it  the  name  of  JVcvj  South  B>  i- 
tain,  upon  which  he  hoisted  the  British 
flag. 

On  the  north  coast  or  this  land  there 
is  a chain  or  line  of  Islands,  from  two  to 
ten  miles  distant  from  the  main,  to  which 

b-  naiTU.  r.f  Pj-nsrllin  Islands. 

Between  these  islands  and  the  main  land 
there  is  a kind  of  channel,  from  two  to 
ten  miles  wide,  with  some  current — and 
in  one  place  an  appearance  of  breakers, 
produced  probably  by  a narrow  passage 
and  sunken  rocks.  The  passage  there 
is  not  more  than  a mile  wide,  but  capt. 
Smith  did  not  explore  it. 

Captain  Smith  coasted  to  the  west  and 
west  by  south,  sometimes  inside  of  the 
islands,  at  others  between  them  and  the 
main,  to  the  latitude  of  63°  53'  south — 
longitude  65  west ; the  wind  then  blow 
ing  from  the  south  west  ; he  took  his 
departure  and  steered  from  the  land 
north  west  by  west,  when  it  bore  south 
and  west,  as  far  as  could  he  discerned 
with  good  glasses,  and  with  every  ap 
pearance  of  its  extending  further.  He 
describes  the  whole  of  this  land,  both 
the  main  and  the  islands,  as  being  very 
high,  even  above  the  clouds,  and  the 
summits  » hsvtn^  trctn  covered  with 
snow,  and  with  generally  a sterile,  bar- 
ren aspect,  but  with  some  indications  of 
vegetation,  shrubbery,  and  wood  in  the 
vallics  and  appertures  of  the  hills  and 
mountains,  and  likewise  with  rivers  and 
creeks. — He  stretched  along  this  coast, 
three  hundred  miles,  with  generally 
cool,  pleasant  weather,  but  not  having 
been  provided  with  boats,  he  did  not  at- 
tempt to  re-land,  notwithstanding  he 
saw  fine  bays  and  sandy  beeches. 

Captain  Smith  saw  many  fish  cf  ail  co- 
lours and  sizes,  and  dhTerent  denomina- 
tions. The  most  remarkable  resembled ! 
the  cod  fish  of  cape  Augully  Bauk,  and 
the  Isle  Juan  Fernandez.  The  whales! 
were  like  those  of  Hudson  Bay  and  Da-; 
vis’  Straits.  Besides  these,  he  saw  a 
species  of  white  whale  and  black  fish. 

The  soundings,  or  rather  the  matter 
drawn  up  with  the  lead,  at  each  cast,  are 
preserved.  I have  seen  them,  and  like- 
wise a draught  of  the  land,  by  a good 
hand.  Capt.  Sheriff,  the  commander  of 
the  Andromache,  and  other  British  na- 
val forces  in  these  seas,  will  dispatch  a 
vessel  in  a few  days  to  survey  this  land 
and  report  upon  it. 

Thinking  this  discovery  may  be  intcr- 
estihgto  you, sir, inasmuch  as  it  may  he 
thp  means  of  throwing  a new  light  upon 
geography , navigation;  and  the  theory  of 


the  earth,  T take  the  liberty  to  rfommmii- 
cate  the  information,  in  the  hopes  that 
the  facts  will  he  gratifying  to  the  Lyce- 
um and  useful  to  society  in  general. 

Permit  me  to  hint,thatit  is  probable 
many  great  discoveries  arc  yet  to  he 
made  in  this  hemisphere,  and  that  much 
has  escaped  the  most  curious  observers 
in  the  pacific  ocean.  Should  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States  equip  and 
commission  a vessel  with  suitable  per- 
sons for  a voyage  of  .discovery  to  this 
quarter  of  the  world,  I think  that  the 
government  and  nation  would  lie  amply 
rewarded  hv  the  acquisition  of  knowl- 
edge, in  addition  the  conscious  satisfac- 
tion, arising  from  having  patronised  and 
promoted  laudable  intelligence,  adven- 
ture and  enterprise. 

Perhaps  new  sources  of  wealth— hap- 
piness, power  and  revenue  would  he  dis 
closed,  and  science  itself  bo  benefited 
thereby.  The  land  lately  discovered 
lies  in  the  track  of  vessels  hound  into 
and  out  of  the  Pacific  Ocean.

The  stalks  were  larger 
than  the  common,  and  approaching  in  color 
those  of  rye  : the  grams  were  also  while  and 
much  larger,  ami  the  heads  fuller  than  com- 
mon wheat  About  60  bushels  were  sold  at 
one  dollar  per  bushel— .and  this,  together 
with  several  bushels  which  the  family  used, 
wore  the  product  of  one  bushel  and  one  acre. 
Harvest  for  this  wheat  about  one  week  later 
than  common  white  or  red  wheat  About 
10  or  12  acres  of  red  bearded  wheat  were 
sown  adjoining  thif— and  the  winter  being 
very  severe,  did  not  produco  as  well  as  usu- 
al— it  was  also  much  injured  by  the  weave}, 
while  this  remained  perfectly  freed  from  its 
ravages.

A remedy  against  the  insect  which jl  IteCOnciliutioU 

deposits  its  eggsir.  the  bark  or the  peach  1 
tree,  lias  become  an  object  of  impor- 
tance in  the  cultivation  of  this  valuable 
fruit.  The  poach  tree,  all  over  Virgin- 
ia has  experienced  4he  destructive  ef- 
fects of  this  insect,  and  accordingly  va- 
rious remedies  have  been  tried,  some  of 
which  fora  time  have  promised  success, 
but  finally  issued  in  disappointment. — 

The  fly  lays  its  eggs  In  the  bark  oi  the 
tree,  just  at  the  surface  of  the  earth, 
where  tlie  rbughef  and.  harder  bark  of 
the  trunk  begins  to  change  to  tlie  softer 
character  of  that  which  covers  the  roots. 

In  this  part  the  insect  is  able  to  punc- 
ture the  surface,  and  there  introduce  its 
eggs.  This  is  performed,  in  our  climate 
fiom  the  middle  of  July, through  August 
and  September.  Early  in  August,  for 
tlie  most  part,  I find  the  worms  have  as- 
sumed the  chrysalis  stale,  and  soon  after, 
say  8 of  10  days,  are  transformed  info 
flies,  when  they  immediately  begin  to 
deposit  ti.eir  eggs,  which  arc  Scion  hatch- 
ed into  worms  ; and  tints  the  round  oi 
transformations  common  to  the  insect 
tribes  is  completed.  While  in  the  worm 
slats  they  do  the  mischief  by  preying 
upon  tlie  soft  inner  bark,  which  is  the 
medium  of  circulation  for  the  sap  ; thus 
interrupting  the  flow  of  the  sap,  the  im- 
mediate consequence  of  which  is  great 
injury  to  the  fruit,  and,  finally,  its  des- 
truction m;li  the  life  of  the  tree  also. 

I think  I have  discovered  a remedy  for 
th:*  mischievous  insect  in  tobacco.
